Enemy  Retreating  in   Disorder  Before  Troops  of   Grand 

Duke  Nicholas — Some  of  Latter  Reported  to  be 

Only  Ten  Miles  From  City — Rumors 

of  Evacuation  Commencing 


TURKS  LIKELY  TO  RETIRE 

ON  NEW  SIVAS  POSITION

Efforts  of  Russians  to  Advance  Towards  Kovel  are  Con- 
tinued. With  Some  Success— Germans  Report 
Repulse  of  Attacks  on  Riga  Front — Not 
Mentioned  by  Petrograd 


PHTROGRAD,  July  26. — The  official 
communication  laaued  this  evening 
reads: 

"On  th*  front  of  th*  River  Sloneveke, 
an  affluent  of  the  Styr,  the  passage  of 
our  troops  continues  without  Interrup- 
tion under  the  firs  of  the  enemy.  Dur- 
ing today's  offensive,  we  took  1,000 
prisoners  and  four  cannon  and  five  ma- 
chine suns,  which  we  turned  against 
_th*  enemy. 

"In  the  Caucasus  our  offensive  to- 
ward Erslngan  continues.  The  Turks, 
closely  followed  by  our  troops,  are  flee- 
ing, abandoning  alone  the  route  cannon, 
rifles  and   munitions."  e 

An  official  report  issued  earlier  to- 
day, says: 

"In  the  district  of  Skrolov,  northeast 
of  Baranowlchl,  attempts  made  by  de- 
tachments of  the  enemy  to  advance 
were,  repulsed. 

"We  repulsed  an  enemy  attack  In 
the  direction  of  Lutsk. 

"In  the  street  fighting  during  our 
advance  In  the  village  of  Gatltchanle. 
mentioned  In  the  morning  communlca-  , 
tlon  of  Jury  24,  we  captured  two  more 
guns  and  took  77  Austro-Oerman  pris- 
oners. 

"The  Turkish  armies  are  retreating 
In  disorder  before  the  Irresistible  pres- 
sure of  our  troops.  Home  of  our  gal- 
lant detachments  already  are  flfteen 
versts  (about  10  ihIJcmi  from  the  town 
of  Erslngjan,  In  Central  Armenia,  In 
which,  according  to  the  reports  of  our 
aviators,  the  Turks  are  hurriedly  piling 
together  all  kinds  of  provisions  found."

BERLIN,  July  26.— An  offlclsl  state- 
ment dealing  with  the  Eastern  front  Is- 
sued today  says; 

"Attacks  by  weak  Russian  detach- 
ments southeast  of  Riga  and  by  Rus- 
sian patrols  on  the  Dwlna  front  were 
repulsed.     . 

••Army  group  of  Gen.  von  Llnelngen 
—Enemy  attacks  on  the  front  south 
of  Stonowha  and  on  the  front  south 
of    Berestechk    succeeded    over    a   small 


front    In    penetrating   our    first    line   de- 
fence. 

"West  of  Burkanow  a  Russian  aero- 
plane was  shot  down  In  an  aerial 
fight." 

Driving    OS    arsingen 

PETROGRAD.  July  25.— The  Rus- 
sian operations  against  the  Turks, 
which  lately  have  been  overshadowed 
by  the  more  sensational  events  on  Gen- 


eral Brusslloff's  front,  are  now  re- 
claiming general  attention.  As  a  re- 
sult of  a  series  of  consecutive  gains 
achieved  by  a  skilfully  organized  offen- 
sive, which,  ever  since  the  fall  of  Er- 
serum  has  been  slowly  but  Irresistibly 
sweeping  toward  the  objectives  In  Asia 
Minor,  the  Caucasian  armies  now  com- 
mand the  heights  which  definitely 
threaten  the  Important  Turkish  base  of 
Erslngan  and  make  extremely  probable 
the  fall  of  this  city  in  the  near  future. 
'The  Russians,  after  havtng  atolldly 
withstood  most  energetic  counter-of- 
fensives without  weakening,  now  are 
pressing  forward  In  three  directions — 
from  Gumlsh  Khaner.  46  miles  north  of 
Erslngan,  from  Bat  bur  t,  60  miles 
northeast  of  Erzlngan,  and  from  Ma- 
makhatun,  46  miles  east  of  Erslngan, 
all  of  which  points  have  been  occupied 
by  the  Russians  and  form  an  arc  from 
which   to  focus  attacks   upon  Erslngan. 

Bnmored    Evacuation 

The  new  ^points  mentioned  as  having 
been  occupied  by  the  Russians  possess- 
ed every  natural  advantage  for  de- 
fence, and  the  Turks  made  the  most 
nerslstent  efforts  to  bold  them.  Their 
loss  not  only  brings  the  Russians  with- 
in 26  miles  of  Erslngan,  but  gives  them 
command  of  the  chief  approaches  to 
the  clty.v 

It  is  reliably  reported  here  that  the 
evacuation  of  Krzlngah  has  already  be- 
gun, and  that  the  present  defence  of 
the  city  Is  being  conducted  only  with 
the  purpose  of  giving  the  Turks  time 
to  withdraw  to  a  new  base  at  Slvas, 
13  miles  to  the  east. 


Showing  Signs  of  Revolt  in 
House  Because  of  Home 
Rrule  Impasse  — Members 
of  Cabinet   in  Conference, 


LONDON.  July  26.— Parliament  man- 
aged today  to  steer  clear  of  the  prick- 
ly Irish  problem,  except  for  a  state- 
ment by  Premier  As«iulth  that  the  part* 
Of  the  Home  Rule  agreement  approved 
by  Mr.  John  E.  Redmond,  the  Nation- 
alist leader,  and  8lr  Edward  Carson,  the 
Unionist  leader  in  Ulster,  would  be  pub- 
lished as  soon  as  possible,  and  that  If 
there  waa  a  general  desire  on  the  part 
of  the  House,  the  Premier  would  offer 
facilities  for  another  discussion  on  the 
Home  Rule  question.  The  feeling  to- 
night Is  more  favorable  to  an  agreement 
ultimately  being  reached,  the  belief  Do- 
ing that  with  Mr.  Redmond  and  8ir 
r-tiward  Carson  In  harmony,  means  will 
be  found  to  override  objections  from 
other  qusrters. 

Ministers  in  Conference 

No  formal  cabinet  meeting  was  held 
today,  but  Premier  Ae«|ulth  conferred 
piivately  with  Mr.  David  Lloyd  George, 
Secretary  for  War;  Mr.  Arthur  Bal- 
four, First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  Mr. 
Andrew  Bpnar  Law,  secretary  for  the 
Colonies:  and  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain, 
(Secretary  for  India.  After  thla  'con- 
ference, Mr.  Asqulth  went  to  the  palace 
for  a  conference  with  the  King,  which 
Is  supposed  to  have  been  connected  with 
the  Irish  difficulties. 

A  number  of  Informal  conferences  be- 
tween the  party  leaders  were  held  to- 
day. A  masting  of  the  Irish  parliamen- 
tary party  will  be  convened  tomorrow 
fci  me  House  to  discuss  the  situation 
and  consider  plsns  for  future  action  by 
the  party. 

John  Dillon,  member  of  Parliament 
for  East  Mayo,  has  given  notice  of  a 
motion  In  the  House  In  which  he  will 
ask  the  Government.  In  view  of  its  fail- 
ure- «o  produce  the  promised  Home  Rule 
Bill,  to  disclose  Its  plan  for  the  future 
Government  of  Ireland  during  the  con- 
t' nuance  of  the  war.

LONDON.  July  l«.— The  first  symp- 
tom of  the  expected  Irian  revolt  In  the 
Howse  of  Common*  as  a  result  of  the 
deadlock  over  the  Lloyd  George  negoti- 
ations, broke  out  last  night  on  the  re- 
port of  a  series  of  votes  on  supply  bills. 
In  the  ordinary  course  this  would  have 
been   a    purely    forraol    proceeding.

Organ  of  Service  Speaks 
Strongly  on  What  It  Re- 
gards as  the  Duty  of  Young 
Men, 


OTTAWA.  July  26.— Under  the  cap- 
tion, "Young  Men.  Choose."  The  Civilian, 
the  organ  of  the  Civil  Service  of  Canada, 
declares  that  by  some  meane  several 
hundred  more  civil  servants  must  be  in- 
duced to  enlist  In  the  next  few  months. 
The  article  concludes  by  urging  the  men 
In  the  service  In  strong  terms  to  enlist. 
It  says: 

"The  Civil  Service  In  Ottawa  has  for 
nearly  two  years  taken  Its  full  part  In 
the  work  of  raising  the  Canadian  expe- 
ditionary forces.  It  has  paid  Its  wsy, 
but  no  mors  It  hss  no  balance  to  Its 
credit.  The  war  still  goes  on.  and  the 
Government  calls  for  at  least  169,006 
more  men.  To  this  number  the  Ottawa 
Civil  Service  must  furnish  its  quota. 
By  some  means  or  other,  several  hun- 
dred civil  servants  must  be  Induced  to 
enlist  within  the  next  few  months,  if 
this  Is  not  secompllahod  the  credit  of 
the  service  will  bo  Irreparably  damaged. 
all  the  work  of  the  organisation  to  ralao 
Ita  status  and  Improve  Its  opportunities 
will  be  lost,  and  the  abuse  and  con- 
tempt of  Its  enemies  will  return  upon  It 
la  overwhelming  force.

PREMIER  TO  SPEAK 

Will    Address    Patriotic    »ally    in    Mont- 
real   on    Anniversary    of    War- 
to  Review  Administration 


OTTAWA,  July  26.— Sir  Robert  Bor- 
den will  address  a  patriotic  rally  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Montreal  Canadian 
Club  In  that  city  on  August  4,  the  sec- 
ond anniversary  of  the  declaration  of 
war. 

The  Premier  will  take  advantage  of 
this  opportunity  to  reviuw  the  Govern- 
ment's war  administration,  bnd  also  to 
make  known  Its  policy  for  the  remain- 
der of  the  conflict. 

After  the  Montreal  meeting  he  will 
address  a  series  o\  patriotic  ^gatherings 
In    the  .Maritime    Province   centres. 


HAS  HEAVY  LOSS 


Major  Adamson,  Writing  of 
Death  of  Lieut,  D^bayi  af 
Princess  Patricias,  Refers  to 
Serious  Gaps  in  Its  Ranks, 


OTTAWA,  July  25.— The  gallant  death 
of  Lieut.  M.  S.  Debay,  of  the  Princess 
Patricias,  who  was  killed  on  June  2,  Is 
described  by  Major  Adamson,  officer 
commanding  the  Princess  Patricias,  In 
a  letter  to  Mr.  Debay,  of  thla  city, 
father  of  the  deceased  officer.  Major 
Adamson  tells  of  the  heavy  losses  the 
famous  regiment  suffered  In  the  fight- 
ing at   that  time.     He   writes: 

"I  would  have  written  you  before,  but 
we  have  been  continually  either  In  the 
line  or  in  close  support  since  the  first 
of  June,  and  the  few  lines  I  am  send- 
ing you  are  being  written  in  a  cellar, 
which  at  present  constitutes  the  bat- 
talion's   headquarters. 

"On  the  2nd,  3rd,  and  4  th,  we  were 
occupying  a  very  exposed  part  of  tho 
advance  line  of  the  salient.  At  • 
o'clock  In  the  morning  the  Germans 
opened  a  heavy  and  concentrated  artil- 
lery bombardment,  lasting  without  a 
break  until  1  o'clock  In  the  afternoon, 
when  they  attacked  In  force.  Our  front 
lines  were  stoutly  held,  but  at  great 
cost.  Your  son  was  hit  about  1  o'clock 
on  the  2nd  both  by  shell  and  machine 
gun,  and  was  carried  back  to  a  com- 
munication trench,  where  he  died  a  few 
hours  afterwards.  He  was  never  con- 
scious, and,  therefore,  I  do  not  think 
he   could    have   auffered. 

"The  medical  officer  did  everything 
he  could  for  him.  At  the  time  he  was 
hit  he  was  encouraging  his  men  and 
giving  orders  to  them  as  soon  as  the 
bombardment  lifted  to  be  ready  for 
an  infantry  attack  by  the  enemy,  and  to 
line    the   parapet    to   receive   them. 

"We  were  all  so  glad  when  he  re- 
turned to  have  one  of  our  original  of- 
ficers back,  and  we  feel  his  loss  very  ;' 
much,  snd  particularly  to  myself.  The 
regiment  suffered  severely,  losing  7 
officers  killed.  14  wounded,  and  400 
casualties  In  the  ranks.  Within  sixty 
hours  we  were  reinforced  up  to  full 
strength,  and  are  still  holding  on.  al- 
though our  casualties  since  June  4  have 
been   severe." 


PREMIER'S  TOR 

AT  NELSON 


Successful  Meeting  Held  Last 
Evening  in  Capital  of  Koote- 
nay — Evidences  of  Govern- 
ment Strength  in  Country, 


NELSON,  B.  C,  July  25.— Premier 
Bowser,  this  evening,  completed  his 
scries  of  public  meetings  on  his  tour 
of  the  Lower  Mainland,  and  tomorrow 
will  proceed  to  Vancouver,  being  due  to 
reach  that  place  on  Thursday  afternoon. 

The  Premier  ls-hlghly  elated  as  a  re- 
sult of  his  survey  of  political  condi- 
tions. His  personal  observations  and 
cunvaaa  of  public  opinion  In  the  varl- 
oua  constituencies  vlsted  since  the  con- 
clusion of  the  session,  which  now  In- 
cludes the  entire  Province,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  country  to  the  Immedi- 
ate east  and  south  of  the  city  of  Van- 
couver, and  the  East  Kootenay  district, 
has  convinced  him-  that  the  elections  of 
next  September  will  see  his  Govern- 
ment  returned   to  power. 

In  all  of  the  communities  visited  he 
haa  found  that  the  people  are  less  in- 
terested in  party  politics  than  they  are 
in  policies  which  ensure  a  safe  and 
sure  development  In  the  various  indus- 
tries which  form  the  basis  of  the  com- 
mercial fabrics  of  the  different  sec- 
tions of  the  country,, and  he  has  found 
everywhere  commendation  for  the  legis- 
lation which  he  brought  Into  life  last 
cession  and  which  was  designed  to  have 
that  effect.  Tonight's  meeting  filled 
the  Opera  House  to  capacity,  and  at 
times  was  exuberant  in  Its  enthusiasm, 
viait  to  Trail 

Members  of  the  Premier's  party  yes- 
terday afternoon  visited  the  Trull 
smelter  ami  saw  the  new  xinc  plant,  the 
copper  refinery,  which  will  soon  he  In 
operation,  copper  furnaces,  and  silver- 
lead  furnaces  and  refinery,  the  only  one 
of   its  kind   in  Canada. 

They  learned  of  Trail  smelter's 
flfto.000  pay  roll,  and  that  it  employed 
1,500  men,  In  the  city  they  saw  visible 
evidences  of  prosperity  In  300  new  resi- 
dences built  in  recent  months,  and 
which  have  brought  building  permits  up 
to    $20,000   a   week. 

Memhers  of  the  party  also  visited 
ranches  In  the  district,  and  were  struck 
by  evidence  of  agricultural  develop- 
ment.

Third  Assessment  to  Be  Made  la  South- 
ern   Alberta    District,    Reaching 
Total    Of    $408,000 

CALGARY,  Alta.,  July  26—  The  gen- 
eral meeting  of  the  executives  from  the 
towns,  cities  and  constituencies  em- 
braced In  the  Southern  Alberta  district 
of  the  Patriotic  Fund  committee  de- 
cided to  make  a  third  assessment  In  be- 
half of  the  fund,   totalling  |40>,000. 

The  total  receipts  from  the  first  as- 
sessment from  all  sources  from  the  in- 
ception of  the  fund  to  August  SI,  1916, 
were  $118,959.  Tho  total  receipts  from 
the  second  asbessment,  from  September 
1,  1915.  to  June  SO,  1916,  were 
$279,731. 


Violent  Counter-Attacks  by 
Germans  on  the  Somme 
Front  Are  Repulsed — Turk- 
ish Troops  to  Help  Teutons, 


LONDON,  July  25—  The  battle  on  the 
Somme  front  which  began  on  Saturday 
at  midnight  and  has  continued  since 
with  brief  lulls,  Is  still  being  waged 
by  British  and  Germans  with  the  utmost 
stubbornness.  An  indication  of  the  Im- 
portance the  Germans  attach  to  de- 
fending their  third  line  Is  found  In  the 
report  of  General  Halg,  the  British  com- 
mander, and  in  the  German  admission 
that  troops  have  been  brought  from  be- 
fore Verdun  In  order  to  lend  all  possible 
fitrenglh  to  General   von  Klnen. 

The  Rritlsh,  If  they  are  making  but 
slow  progress,  have  been  able  to  re- 
pulse all  the  fierce  German  counter-at- 
tacks and  fully  maintain  their  ground, 
although  the  lighting  consists  largely  of 
hand-to-hand  conflicts.  There  Is  no 
news  ss  to  whether  the  Australians,  who 
hold  the  greater  portion  of  the  village 
of  Poxieres,  have  yet  secured  the  eastern 
part,  which  is  on  the  plateau  dominat- 
ing the  village.  But  General  Halg  to- 
night reports  the  repulse  of  a  German 
Infantry  attack  from  the  East 

Advices  from  the  eastern  front  todsy 
are  meagre,  but  the  Grand  Duke's  troops 
gradually  are  closing  In  on  Erslngan. 
the  most  Important  base  snd  military 
position  of  the  Turks  In  Asia  Mln.n-, 
while  General  SakharofT  continues  his 
successful    ail  van  re. 

According  to  a  Berlin  dispatch,  by 
way  of  Amsterdam,  Turkish  troops  are 
to  be  sent  to  help  the  Austro-Germans 
against  the  Russians  on  the  Gallclan 
front.

MOST  OF  P0ZIERES 

IS  NOW  CAPTURED 


More  Infantry  and  Guns  Are 
Brought  Up  by  Germans- 
French  Gain  Further  Ground 
South  of  Estrees, 


LONDON.  July  25— The  following  of- 
ficial   statement    waa    lasued   tonight: 

"Throughout  the  day  there  have  been 
fierce  hand-to-hand  combats  and  bomb 
flghtlQg  at  various  places  along  the 
front.  The  Germans  attempted  an  attack 
on  Poslerea  from  the  northeast  this  af- 
ternoon, hut  were  driven  hark  by  our 
artillery   fire. 

"Between    the    Ancre   and    the   sea    no 
Important     Incident    occurred." 
Attacks   Checked 


The  morning  statement  reads: 

"In  ths  last  few  days  the  enemy 
brought  further  reinforcements  of  In- 
fantry and  guns  to  the  Somme  front. 
Throughout  yesterday  the  hostile  bom- 
bardment was  fairly  continuous,  and 
at    tlmea    became    very    heavy. 

"An  attempt  to  attack  our  right  flank 
yesterday  afternoon  waa  frustrated  by 
our  artillery. 

"Last  night  two  further  Infantry  at- 
tacks, preceded  by  a  specially*  violent 
artillery  fire,  were  launched  against  the 
centre  of  our  line.  These  were  stopped 
by  the  concentrated  tire  of  our  guns.  At 
no  place  did  the  enemy  succeed  In 
reaching  the  British  trenches,  and  his 
casualties  In  these  fruitless  attempta 
must    have    been    severe. 

"At  other  points  on  the  line  there  has 
been  a  good  deal  of  hand-to-hand  fight- 
ing and  our  Infantry  worked  their  way 
forward   In   places. 

"North  of  Poxieres,  the  greater  part 
of  whloh  village  now  is  In  our  posses- 
sion, ilia  enemy  continued  to  offer 
strong  opposition,  but  there  also  we 
captured  two  machine  guns  and  a  few 
more  prlaoners,  Including  two  battalion 
commanders." 

Two   T ranch   Successes 

PARIS,  July  26.— Ths  following  offl- 
clsl  statement   waa   Issued    tonight: 

"Apart  from  s  violent  bombardment 
of  La  Laufee  < northeast  of  Verdun), 
there  has  been  nd  important  event  on 
the  whole  of  the  front." 

The  Belgian  communication  says: 
"There  have  been  reciprocal  artillery 
engagements  at  various  points.

MINISTER  TALKS 


Lord  Robert  Cecil  Corrects  Mis- 
apprehensions Under  Which 
American  Critics  Labor-  * 
Only  Hostile  Firms, 


LONDON,  July  26.  —  Replying  to 
questions  In  the  Mouse  of  Commons. 
I^>rd  Robert  Cecil,  Minister  of  War 
Trade,  said  today  that  the  American 
preaa  criticism  of  the  British  black  list 
waa  based  Isrgely  on  mlsspprehenalon. 
The  Act  under  which  the  statutory  list 
of  American  firms  waa  lasued.  he  said, 
waa  passed  last  December,  and  lisle 
referring  to  most  of  the  neutral  coun- 
tries slrsady  had  been  published.  Nor 
were  the  provisions  of  the  act,  he  added, 
unduly  stringent. 

The  French  lew.  said  the  Minister.

for  Frenchmen  to  trade  with  them."

Proclamations  Dropped  by 
Lieut.  Marchal  Give  Cor- 
rect History  of  War  and  Ex- 
press Allies'  Determination. 


PARIS.  July  n.— Lieut  Marchal.  of 
the  French  Aviation  Corps,  whosa  re- 
markable fast  of  flying  from  Nancy 
across  Oarmaay  and  over  Berlin,  where 
ha  dropped  copies  of  a  proclamation, 
and  on  as  far  as  Cholm.  Poland,  where 
snglns  trouble  forced  him  to  descend 
sad  surrender,  was  reported  yasterday 
by  the  War  Office,  had  been  employed 
before  the  war  by  German  Arms  and 
had  made  frequent  trips  between  Ber- 
lin and  Cologne,  so  he  was  wall  ac- 
quainted with  the  country  over  which 
he  flaw.  Ha  waa  la  Qermany  whan  the 
war  broke  out,  but  managed  to,  gat 
back  to  Franca.  Soma  of  his  relatives 
•till  are  in  Germany.  He  is  3 J  years 
Old.  Ha  received  the  decoration  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor  on  December  SI  for 
prowess  in  the  air  and  devotion  to  his 
country. 

The  proclamation  thrown  on  Berlin 
is  described  by  French  authorities  as 
consisting  of  an  "impartial  statement 
on  the  causes  of  the  war  and  the  prin- 
cipal reasons  why  the  Eentente  Powers 
era  bound  to  win,"  and  concludes  with 
theee  words:  "By  tha  wholesale  mas- 
sacra  of  Innocent  women  and  children 
and  by  her  brutal  methods  of  warfare 
Germany  has  alienated  the  sympathies 
of  neutrals  and  the  number  of  her 
enemies  grows  daily. 

"Tha  Allies  are  firmly  resolved  to  go 
on  until  the  utmost  limit  has  been 
reached.  Tou  are  fighting  for  your 
steal  kings,  your  squirearchy,  your  land 
grabbers.  We  are  fighting  for  the  11b- 
erty  of  all  against  the  tyranny  of  mil- 
itary caste. 

"We  desire  to  punish  the  guilty.  We 
wish  to  make  a  repetition  of  the  pres- 
ent carnage  impossible,  and  that  object 
will  be  attained  if  In  Germany  the  peo- 
ple possess  the  right  to  decide  ques- 
tions of  war  and  peace  for  themselves."

Kaiser    Says     Me   Would    Kike   to  Be   in

LONDON,  July  25— Emperor  William,' 
during  his  recent  trip  to  a  point  some- 
where in  the  rear  of  Pennine,  on  tha 
Somme  River  front*  says  a  dispatch 
from  Berne,  made  a  speech  to  the  Ger- 
man wounded  soldiers  which  la  attract- 
ing- a  great  deal  of  attention  In  Ger- 
many. 

The  Emperor  Is  quoted  as  saying:  "It 
is  the  most  poignant  grief  of  my  life 
that  I  am  unable  to  take  a  more  active 
part  in  this  war.  It  Is  my  earnest  de- 
sire to  take  my  place  In  the  trenches 
and  to  deal  such  blows  at  the  enemy  as 
my  age  and  strength   would  permit 

"I  wish  I  could  take  my  place  with 
the  youngest  of  you,  and  I  promise  that 
I  would  leave  my  mark  on  the  enemy. 
But  the  inscrutable  Almighty  haa 
willed  otherwise.  Into  my  care  baa 
been  committed  by  Divine  destiny  tha 
leadership  of  our  country.  Its  armies  and 
Its  forces  on  land  and  sea. 

"The  burden  of  thinking,  deciding  and 
leading  has  been  hard  upon  me,  and, 
realising  this,  I  know  that  my  life  must 
not  be  risked  In  the  foremost  line  of 
battle,  where  my  feelings,  if  unre- 
strained, would  carry  me  swiftly. 
\  "My  life  must  be  conserved  carefully 
for  the  welfare  of  Germany,  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  duties  assigned  to  me  by 
Divine  appointment."

Twelve  Workers  and  Ten  Res- 
cuers Die  Through  Explosion 
in  Cleveland  Water  Works 

Tunnel, 


CLEVELAND.  O..  July  St.— Federal 
officials  investigating  the  wafer  worka 
tunnel  disaster,  which  cost  twenty- 
two  Uvea,  lets  this  afternoon  ordered 
all  attempts  to  reach  tha  bodies  of 
twelve  man  Imprisoned  In  tha  tunnel 
abandoned    until    soma    time   tomorrow. 

This  action  waa  taken  because  tests 
of  the  gas  through  which  the  rescuers 
had  passed  showed  that  lt  was  highly 
explosive,  and  tha  officials  feared  a 
second  explosion. 

All  hope  that  any  of  the  twelve  men 
trapped  In  tha  tunnel  ere  alive  has 
been  abandoned.  Ten  bodies,  those  of 
members  of  two  rescue  parties  which 
tried  to  reach  the  entombed  men  but 
themselves  succumbed  to  ths  dsadly 
gas,  are  in  the  morgue.  The  eight  In- 
jured man,  also  members  of  rescue 
parties,  will  recover. 

Four  investigations,  city,  county. 
State  and  Federal,  will  be  started  to- 
morrow to  determine  the  causa  of  the 
gas  explosion  near  the  five-mile  crib 
near  the  end  of  the  tunnel  last  night 
which  entombed  the  13  men  and  re- 
leased the  gas  which  overcome  the 
two  rescue  parties. 

The  efforts  of  Gustavo  C.  Van 
Dusen,  superintendent  of  water  works 
construction,  and  the  members  of  the 
two  rescue  parties  to  reach  the  men 
imprisoned  by  the  explosion  without 
gas  helmets  or  pulmoters  resulted  In 
the  increase  In  the  death  list.  This 
afternoon       the      third      rescue      party. 


equipped  with  the  devices,  entered  the 
tunnel  and  recovered  the  rescuers,  ten 
of  whom  were  dead.  Van  Dusen  was 
among   the   rescuers  who  were  revived. 

Headed  by  S.  D.  J.  Parker  and  I. 
M.  Jones,  of  the  United  States  Bureau 
of  Mines,  who  arrived  here  from  Pitts- 
burg with  the  mine  rescue  car.  the 
third  party  of  rescuers  penetrated  100 
feet  into  the  wrecked  tunnel  from  the 
crib  end.  Five  men  were  with  the  two 
experts,  and  even  equipped  as  they 
were  with  the  gas  helmets,  they  found 
difficulty  In  making  their  way,  so 
heavy  was  ths  zas. 

After  a  consultation  with  Water  Com- 
missioner Jaeger,  who  had  made  sev- 
eral trips  into  the  tunnel  and  had 
made  tests  of  tha  gas,  the  experts  de- 
cided that  it  waa  too  risky  to  make 
an  attempt  to  get  at  the  twelve  men 
still  imprisoned  until  the  gas  had 
been  forced  out 


SIR  EDGAR  SPEYER 


Court  of  Appeal  Males  That  Banket  Can- 
not Be  Deprived  of  Mis  Frlvy 
Council  Seat 


LONDON,  July  26.— The  Court  of  ap- 
peal decided  today  that  there  is  no 
question  of  the  right  of  Sir  Edgar 
Spayer  to  remain  on  the  roll  of  the 
Privy  Council.  This  ruling  upholds  ths 
decision  of  ths  lower  court  in  favor  of 
Sir  Edgar. 

Sir  Edgar  Speyer,  partner  in  tha 
Speyer  banking  firm  of  London,  New 
York  and  Frankfort-on-the-Malni  la  a 
British  citizen  of  German  birth,  and  at 
the  outbreak  of  the  war  he  was  the  sub- 
ject of  violent  attacks  In  the  United 
Kingdom  on  account  of  his  German  or- 
igin. His  enemies  o»penly  charged  him 
with  disloyalty,  but  he  was  warmly  de- 
fended by  Mr.  Asquith. 

In  May.  1915.  Blr  Edgar  resigned  his 
membership  In  the  Privy  Council  and 
aBked  for  the  revocation  of  his  baron- 
etcy. The  College  of  Arms  decldsd  that 
there  was  no  way  In  which  the  banker 
could  dlveat  himself  of  his  title.  Ths 
question  of  his  privy  counclllorship  re- 
mained In  abeyance  until  November, 
1315,  when  the  Anti-German  League 
brought  action  in  ths  courts  to  fores 
his  removal  from  the  Council.  The 
present  decision  is  the  outcome  of  that 
suit.

Twenty-Five  Million  Dollars  to 
Be  Paid  for  Three  in  West 
Indies — Greenland  Rights  to 
Be  Relinquished. 


WASHINGTON.  July  St.— Official 
announcement  was  inada  at  the  White 
House  today  that  negotiation.  have 
been  practically  completed  for  the  pur- 
chase of  tha  Danish  West  Indies  by  the 
United  Htates  from  Denmark  for  $25.- 
009.000. 

A  treaty  closing  tha  transaction  prob- 
ably will  be  signed  today  and  sent  im- 
mediately  to  tho  Senate. 

While  details  of  tho  treaty  war*  not 
given  oat.  it  la  understood  that  tha 
United  States  would  come  into  com- 
plete possession  of  the  Islands.  Word 
haa  bean  received  from  Denmark  that 
tha  treaty  is  practically  certain  of 
being  ratified  by  tha  Danish  Parlia- 
ment. 

Tha  three  Islands  of  the  Danish  West 
Indies — St.  Croix,  at  Thomas  and  8t. 
John — Ho  due  east  of  Porto  Rico  and 
their  value  to  tha  united  States  is 
strategic   from   military  point  of  view. 

The  harbors  of  St.  Thomas  and  lit. 
Croix  are  of  first  Importance  to  the 
American  navy  and  St.  Thomas  itself 
Ilea  In  tho  lane  of  shipping  from 
Europe  to  the  Panama  Canal.  Impor- 
tant British  and,  French  mall  com- 
panies have  coaling  and  stations  there 
and  some  German  firms  had.  The  ac- 
quisition of  the  islands  by  the  United 
States  has  been  the  subject  of  unsuc- 
cessful diplomatic  negotiations  since 
the  civil  war. 

dnnonnoed   From  Denmark 

PHILADELPHIA.  July  25.— A  treaty 
for  tho  purchase  of  the  Danish  "West 
Indies  by  the  United  States  has  been 
negotiated  between  the  Governments  of 
Denmark  and  the  United  States,  ac- 
cording to  a  special  cable  dispatch  to 
The  Public  Ledger  from  Copenhagen. 
The  treaty,  the  dispatch  says,  will  be 
submitted  in  the  near  future  to  the 
Senate  and  to  the  Danish  Parliament 
for  approval. 

"Should  tho  treaty  be  ratified  as  it 
stands  at  present,"  the  dispatch  con- 
tinues, "the  United  States  would  pay 
Denmark  $25,000,000  and  in  addition 
would  relinquish  to  Denmark  the 
rights  of  the  United  States  in  Green- 
land." 


TO  STOP  WORK 


Overwhelming  Majority  Re- 
ported to  Marked  Ballots 
in  Favor  of  Strike — May  Tie 
Up  All  Railroads  ofCountry. 


SAN  FRANCISCO.  July  25.— Infor- 
mation was  received  by  local  railroad 
men  today  that  the  350,000  members  of 
the  four  great  brotherhoods  of  railway 
trainmen  had  concluded  their  tallotlng 
and  had  returned  an  overwhelming  vote 
In  favor  of  a  strike.  This,  It  was  an- 
nounced, would  mean  the  tleing  up  of 
practically  every  railroad  In  the  coun- 
try. 

The  balloting,  which  was  carried  on 
under  the  supervision  of  the  grievance 
committees  among  employees  of  rail- 
roads throughout  the  United  States, 
Canada  and  Mexico,  was  scheduled  to 
be  completed  tomorrow.  The  official 
count  will  be  conveyed  Aug.  1  at  New 
York  City  to  the  national  conference 
committee  of  railroad  managers. 

The  trainmen  demanded  an  eight-hour 
day  and  time  and  a  half  for  overtime. 
At  a  conference  between  railroad  gen- 
eral managers  and  representatives  of 
the  four  brotherhoods,  tho  railroads  sub- 
mltod  a  compromise  offer,  and,  later, 
advised  that  the  grievances  be  submit- 
ted to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission or  a  board  of  arblratlon.

NORFOLK,  Vs..  July  16.— Pilotloss. 
and  without  warning  to  United  States 
officials,  one  of  the  British  cruisers 
lying  off  Cape  Henry  awaiting  tho  ap-

Berlin  admits 
a  Russian  advance  here.  The  Russian 
cavalry  has  already  entered  Hungary 
and  now  It  Is  stated  that  the  main 
southern  Russian  army  Is  only  three 
miles  away  from  the  boundary.  Doubt- 
leas  by  this  time  It  has  Invaded  Hun- 
«ary.  .     . 

Excellent  progress  Is  being  made  by 
fhe  Russians  In  Armenia.  They  are  now 
threatening  Eralngan,  a  very  important 
Turkish  position  west  of  Erxerum  and 
south  of  Treblsond.  It  Is  expected  that 
the  enemy  will  maintain  a  stout  defence 
of  this  point.

This  Is.  however,  quite  beside  the  main 
question,  which  Is  that  the  claim  of 
women  to  the  vote  Is  no  new  thing, 
Elisabeth  Cady  Stanton  began  Its  ad- 
vocacy in  America  in  1848,  and  It  is 
worth  mentioning  in  view  of  what  shall 
be  hereinafter  set  out.  that  she  was  led 
to  espouse  the  cause  by  her  conversa- 
tions with  Lucretla  Mott.  whom  she  met 
In  England,  which  seems  prima  facie 
evidence  that  the  right  of  women  to  the 
ballot  was  even  then  a  moot  question 
In  the  land  that  subsequently  developed 
the  militant  suffragette.  But  It  was  not 
new  even  three  score  and  ten  years  ago, 
for  we  read  In  *A  New  Geographical 
and  Historical  Grammar,"  written  by 
one  Thomas  Salmon,  dedicated  to  King 
Gaorga  III.,  and  published  In  the  year 
17«I,  aa  follow*: 

The  Ladles  also  may  think  it  a  Hard- 
ship, that  they  are  neither  allowed  a 
Place  In  the  Senate,  or  a  Voice  in  the 
Choice  of  what  Is  called  the  Represen- 
tative of  the  Nation.  The  French  ex- 
clude them  from  the  Crown,  and  though 
England  never  flourished  more  than 
under  Queens,  they  are  not  thought 
qualified  to  give  their  Votes  for  a  Rep- 
resentative. However,  their  Influence 
appear  to  he  such.  In  many  Instances, 
that  they  have  little  reason  to  com- 
plain. In  Boroughs,  the  candidates  are 
so  wise  as  to  apply  chiefly  to  the  Wife.

Mr.  Charles  M.  Woodford,  In  a  paper 
read  before  the  Royal  Geographical  So- 
ciety, aays  th*  Polynesian  people,  who 
inhabit  so  many  Islands  In  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  seem  to  have  been  of  Asiatic 
origin,  and  that  they  supplanted  In 
many  places  the  Melanesian  people,  who 
appear  to  have  been  the  original  In- 
habitants of  Polynesia.  This  of  Itself 
has  not  much  popular  Interest,  but  It 
becomes  worthy  of  attention  when  he 
adds  that  this  movement  from  Asia  out 
to  the  Islands  of  the  Pacific  has  not  yst 
ceased  and  that  "at  no  very  distant 
date  the  whole  Melanesian  and  Poly- 
nesian population  of  the  Pacific  Islands 
will  be  absorbed  and  merged  in  a  race 
composed  largely  of  Chinese  and  Jap- 
anese." This  Is  a  movement  that  can 
neither  be  stopped  nor  controlled,  and 
Its  effects  are  likely  to  be  very  im- 
portant. 

Mr.  Woodford  does  not  suggest  whe- 
ther In  his  opinion  the  Chinese  or  Jap- 
anese type  will  predominate,  but  the 
racial  resemblance  between  these  two 
peoples  is  such  that  a  composite  type 
can  very  easily  be  evolved.  We  have 
been  accustomed  to  think  of  racial  evo- 
lution as  something  belonging  to  th* 
distant  past,  but  here  we  have  history 
repeating   Itself   before   our   very    eyes. 


Th*  preaenea  of  sharks  along  tba 
Atlantic  coast  is  no  new  thing.  In- 
dead,  they  are  seen  la  great  numbers 
every  year,  but  it  la  not  often  that 
they  are  reported  as  attacking  human 
beings.  This  year  four  persons  are  re- 
ported as  having  been  killed  by  these 
creatures,  and  In  two  cases  the  sharks 
were  seen.  They  are  said  to  have  teen 
about  nine  feet  long.  Experts  are  not 
agreed  as  to  what  kind  of  shark  did 
the  killing.  The  length  stated  Is  that 
of  the  blue  and  hammerhead  varieties. 
These  do  not  usually  attack  people, 
but  It  Is  supposed  that  they  would  do 
so  If  driven  by  hunger.  What  Is  called 
th*  blue  ahark  Is  blue  only  when  small. 
It  has.  when  full  grown,  a  dark  brown 
back  and  la  of  a  dirty  whit*  under- 
neath. There  is  another  variety,  the 
mackerel  shark,  that  may  possibly  have 
killed  the  unfortunate  man.  although 
there  I*  no  evidence  that  this  variety 
Is  man-eating,  and  the  only  reason  for 
thinking  that  one  or  more  of  them 
may  have  been  concerned  m  the 
tragedle*  la  that  to  be  drawn 
their  sice. 

Th*r*  ara  not  many  authenticated 
r*co,de  of  sharks  attacking  men  in 
North  Atlantic  waters,  and  The  New 
York  Sun  bas  been  able  to  And  only 
two  of  a  date  previous  to  this  year. 
About  ten  years  ago  a  shark  upset  a 
dory  and  mad*  off' with  it*  occupant, 
and  about  th*  same  time  a  swimmer 
was  mutilated  by  a  shark.  Further 
south,  that  Is.  along  the  Florida  coast, 
man-eating  sharks  are  common  and 
there  are  not  a  few  records  of  their 
horrible  work.  The  great  whit*  shark, 
which  is  the  so-called  man-eater,  Is  a 
terrible  creature.  When  fully  grown  It 
Is  as  much  as  thirty  feet  long  and 
weighs  about  a   ton. 

There  are  dangerous  sharks  in  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  specially  In  tropical  re- 
gions, and  well  attested  accounts  are 
given  of  their  willingness  to  attack 
men.  So  far  as  Is  known  there  have 
been  no  dangerous  sharks  seen  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia  waters,  although  fish  of 
this  species  are  by  no  means  uncom- 
mon. 

No  special  reason  Is  assigned  for  the 
presence  of  these  dangerous  creatures 
off  the  northern  Atlantic  coast  Three 
years  ago  Professor  Townsend,  of  the 
New  York  Aquarium,  gave  out  a  warn- 
ing that  southern  sharks  might  be 
looked  for  at  any  time.  He  said  they 
follow  the  Gulf  Stream,  and  when  the 
Summer  weather  Is  on  are  likely  to 
swim  In  towards  the  coast.

The  City  Council,  acting  upon  repre- 
sentations mad*  to  them  by  the  Board 
of  Trade,  has  very  wisely  determined 
to  reduce  water  rates  to  Industrial 
plants.  It  Is  thought  that  the  first  ef- 
fect of  this  will  be  to  reduce  the  In- 
come from  water,  and  the  statement  is 
made  that  an  Injunction  will  be  asked 
for  to  prevent  the  new  rates  from  go- 
ing Into  effect  If  an  Injunction  can  be 
Issued  for  such  a  reason,  then  It  Is 
manifest  that  the  water  rates  can  never 
be  reduced,  for  any  reduction  must  re- 
sult In  a  temporary  loss  of  revenue.  It 
might  be  that  the  reduction  would  in 
th*  course  of  a  very  short  time  lead  to 
an  Increase  of  revenue,  but  how  could 
any  Judge  know  that?  In  other  words. 
If  the  contention  made  Is  correct,  the 
water  rates,  which  the  city  Is  empow- 
ered to  fix  and  alter,  must  become  like 
"the  laws  of  the  Modes  and  Persians 
which  changeth  not"  for  It  Is  obvious 
that  If  the  water  rates  were  Increased 
th*  result  might  be  a  loss  of  revenue. 

The  statement  Is  made  that  some 
people  In  Victoria  West  propose  taking 
the  action  spoken  of.  We  have  always 
had  the  greatest  sympathy  for  th*  peo- 
ple of  Victoria  Wast  who  have  to  pay 
their  share  of  taxes  for  th*  coat  of  the 
water  system  without  recatrlng  any  ad- 
vantage from  It  We  have  alwaya  con- 
tended that  the  arrangement  waa  one 
that  I*  absolutely  Indefensible  There 
waa  a  way  out,  whan  th*  Esquimau 
Waterworks  plaat  could  have  been 
bought  for  a  price  which  everyone  now 
admits  was  exceedingly  reasonable.  TBI* 
opportunity  waa  rejected  by  th*  rate- 
payers. There  waa  an  opportunity  to 
remedy  th*  anomalous  condition*  when 
th*  Book*  project  waa  determined  upon, 
andt hi*  paper  suggested  that  Victoria 
West  ought  t*  b*  relieved  of  aay  re- 
sponsibility.

Th*  German  Chancellor  has  express- 
ed the  readiness  of  his  Government  to 
settle  peace  terms  "by  the  map,"  which 
means  that  Germany  Is  prepared  to 
consider  th*  conclusion  of  hostilities 
provided  she  is  left  In  possession  of 
those  areas  In  foreign  countries  which 
her  troops  now  occupy.  That  the  En- 
tente Powers  will  not  accept  this  aa  a 
basis  needs  hardly  to  be  stated,  but 
when  the  time  comes  to  talk  terms 
there  Is  one  map,  which  Is  likely  to 
cause    no    little    difficulty. 

With  very  little  assistance  from  the 
United  Kingdom  the  Union  of  South 
Africa  has  taken  over  all  of  Oerman 
West  Africa  and  most  of  Oerman  East 
Africa.  The  territory  along  Laka 
Tanganyika,  necessary  to  warrant  a 
strip  of  red  on  the  map  from  Cape 
Town  tq  Cairo,  Is  now  under  the  Union 
Jack.  'Will  Germany  be  ready  to  aban- 
don all  claims  to  these  regions  when 
the  time  comes  to  settle  terms?  If 
Germany  la  not  willing  shall  we  retain 
them  in  any  event?  That  South  Africa 
will  not  consent  to  the  surrender  any 
of  the  areas  so  valiantly  taken  over 
by  South  African  troops  may  be  taken 
for  granted.  What  we  have  well  hold 
Is  likely  to  be  the  motto  of  South 
African  statesmen. 

Among  the  after-the-war  diplomatic 
problems  nothing  may  prove  more  dif- 
ficult than  this,  that  Is,  unless  the  En- 
tente Powers  continue  hostilities  until 
there  Is  no  Germany  to  cry  out  for  a 
place  In  the  sun.

Adjutant  of  15th  Brigade, 
C.F.A,,  States  That  Artil- 
lerymen Are  Making  Fine 
Progress  in  Training. 


In  prats*  of  the  men  of  the  Weat 
now  In  training  at  Petewawa  Camp, 
Capt.  T.  D.  Rlngwood,  adjutant  of  the 
lath  Brigade.  C.K.A..  who  arrived  In 
Victoria  yesterday  on  a  vlalt  to  hie 
mother.  Mm.  Castles,  Gladstone  Ave., 
finds  It  hard  to  say  enough.  He  statea 
that  they  are  almply  Immenae;  that 
they  are  entering  Into  their  work  with 
encouraging  spirit  and  that  they  are 
possessed  of  the  Intellect  and  the 
physique  necessary  to  grasp  their  duties 
and  to  perform  them  with  the  finish 
or  veterans  In  a  surprising  short  time. 

Capt.  Rlngwood  Is  of  the  Royal  Can- 
adian Horse  Artillery.  Since  the  war 
broke  out  he  has  been  Identified  with 
the  artillery  Instructional  school  at 
Kingston,  Ont.,  and,  despite  his  desire 
to  get  tp  the  front,  the  authorities  In- 
sisted on  his  staying  there,  maintain* 
Ing  that  his  technical  knowledge  of  the 
artillery  branch  of  military  science 
was  Imperatively  necessary  for  the 
training  of  others.  After  being  re- 
fused fourteen  times,  however,  he  final- 
ly was  granted  permission  to  enter  an 
overseas  Unit.  He  then  identified  htm- 
aelf  with  the  15th  Brigade  of  Weatern 
Canada,  which  is  commanded  by  Col. 
A.  T.  Ogilvle,  formerly  D.O.C.,  of  this 
district. 

There  are  4,300  Canadian  artillery  in 
training  at  Petewawa,  states  Capt 
Rlngwood,  and  they  are  making  splen- 
did progress.  The  whole  mads  up  the 
4th  Artillery  Division,  C.E.F.,  and  It 
Is  expected  that  they  will  get  away 
to  England,  en  route  to  the  front,  In 
the  course  of  the  next  few  weeks.  He 
says  that  the  Petewawa  district  offers 
unrivalled  facilities  for  a-tlllery  work, 
being  the  finest  and  best  camp  of  Its 
kind  In  the  world,  with  the  exception  of 
one  situated  In  India. 

The  men  at  present  are  being  exer- 
cised on  the  13-pounders.  Firing  takes 
place  every  day,  and  all  forms  of  es- 
sential work  Is  engaged  In  from  re- 
veille until  evening.  No  time  is  lost 
and  the  exercises  through  which  the 
men  are  being  put  Is  of  the  most  prac- 
tical eharaeter,  being-  calculated  to 
make  the  artillery  of  the  new  Can- 
adian divlalon  In  every  respect  efficient 
and  dependable.

JULY  RAINFALL  MAY 
BREAK  ALL  RECORDS 


Not  Since  1882  Has  There 
Been  So  Much  Precipitation 
in  Victoria  During  Corre- 
sponding Period, 


If  Victoria  gets  any  more  rain  this 
month,  all  rainfall  recorda  for  July  since 
1174,  when  authentic  local  mcteorologlca. 
atatiatica  ware  flrat  compiled,  will  oe 
broken,  according  to  a  atatement  maUe 
laat  night  by  Mr.  P.  Napier  Denlaau, 
superintendent  of  Gonzales  Helghte  Obser- 
vatory, go  far.  the  total  amount  of  rain 
that  baa  fallen  thla  month  la  1.22  inch**. 
The  average  July  precipitation  amount,  to 
.41,  eo  that  It  will  be  seen  that  thia 
month  la  already  «i  inches  above  tin 
average,    with    foer    mere    daye    to    go. 

Already,  this  month's  rainfall  haa 
eclipsed  every  record  since  1111.  when 
there  wee  a  fall  of  1.S4  Inches  In  July, 
and  the  figures  of  ltd  stood  as  the  high- 
water  mark  elace  1(74.  Before  that  time 
the    atatiatica   kept    were    unofficial. 

Yesterday*  rainfall  was  .11  Inches, 
while  the  temperature  In  Victoria  yester- 
day waa  14  degrees  as  a  maximum  aad  10 
aa  the  minimum.  Thia  record  furnishes  a 
rearkable  contrast  te  that  ef  the  Beater  t 
cities,  which  have  for  eeeae  time  beei 
sugaring  from  tremendous  heat.  The 
maximum  and  minimum  temperatures  re- 
spectively In  the  big  Kastem  Canadian 
centree  yesterday  were  aa  follows:  Toronto, 
M-74;  Ottawa,  »«-«!.  Montreal.  »:-7t.  fcV> 
hot  haa  It  been  la  Quebec  daring  the 
past  few  days  that  the  Infant  mortality 
rate    has    increased    notably. 

The  Prairie,  are  enjoying  Meal  weather 
for  the  crops,  the  ears  and  nights  atTne 
mild  aad  moderately  warm,  with  amy  eo- 
raslonal     slight     showers. 

The  rainfall  here  dartag  the  peat  few 
daye  Is  described  ae  local.  Vancouver  Is- 
land being  isolated  from  the  dry  area, 
which  at  present  extends  ap  the  coast  aad 
late  the  Northern  country.  Jn  the  U«,r 
Mainland  districts,  however,  considerable 
rata  at  falling,  and  Vaaeewver  mad  .$  ef 
aa   Inch   rest  at  day.

LOCAL  OFFICER  WINS 
WARY  CROSS 


Lieut,  Walter  Ralph  Corfield, 
of  13th  Cheshires,  Gains 
Coveted  Award  and  Promo- 
tion for  Saving  Guns. 


Lieut.  Walter  Ralph  Corfield.  of  the 
13th  Cheshire  Regiment,  has  bean 
awarded  the  Military  Cross  for  conspic- 
uous bravery  displayed  during  recent 
heavy  fighting.  When  all  the  men 
around  him  had  been  killed  or  other- 
wise put  out  of  action,  he  was  Instru- 
mental in  saving,  single-handed,  some 
guns  from  falling  Into  the  hands  of  the 
enemy.  Lieut.  Corfield  Is  the  fifth  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mr*,  o.  T.  Corfield,  of  Cor. 
Held,    Vancouver    Island. 

Describing  the  part  played  by  Lieut. 
Corfield  a  letter  received  here  by 
friends  from  Lieut.  Trevor  Foote,  reads' 
as  follows: 

"Our  division  during  April  and  May 
was  In  the  Vimy  Ridge,  Walter's  bri- 
gade on  the  right  and  mine  In  the  cen- 
tre, next  to  it.  The  distance  from  the 
Germans  varied  from  100  to  25  yards, 
and  the  whole  enemy  line  waa  one 
long  atrlng  of  what  in  the  distance  ap- 
peared to  be  hillocks,  but  were  in  re- 
ality exploded  mlnea.  These  devilish 
nightmares  used  to  be  let  off  at  either 
8  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  in  the 
evening  or  at  3  In  the  morning.  For 
aome  weeka,  the  left  brigade  got  them 
on  an  average  of  one  per  day.  The  ex- 
plosion, for  which  everyone  had  lain 
awake  In  apprehension,  was  always  fol- 
lowed by  a  rush  from  both  sides,  the 
enemy  attempting  to  seize  and  con- 
solidate the  near  "lip,"  and  a  bom- 
bardment by  every  gun  in  the  neigh- 
borhood  of    both   sides. 

"Night  after  night  I  watched  these 
from  our  trenches  1,000  yard*  away, 
where  my  men  were  atanding  to  with 
fixed  bayonets.  It  was  a  very  discon- 
certing thing  to  think  of  Walter  be- 
ing In  the  middle  of  it  all.  The  whole 
terrain  was  a  mass  of  smoke,  nuge 
upheavals  of  earth,  flashes  of  shell,  a 
perfect  firework  display  of  rockets,  and 
an  Incessant  and  Infernal  roar  of  guns 
— mostly  C-lnch  and  8.2'a — was  con- 
stantly  kept  up. 

"During  all  this  time  Walter  was  in 
charge  of  eight  Lewis  machine  guns 
and  displayed  wonderful  coolness  and 
pluck,  going  backward  and  forward  to 
visit  his  different*  guns,  to  replace  cas- 
ualties and  inspire  his  men.  It  will 
give  you  some  idea  of  the  situation 
when  I  tell  you  that  only  five  of  the 
original  officers  remain,  including  him- 
self, out  of  over  thirty.  Over  half  their 
men   have  also   been   lost. 

"It  is  no  small  feat  for  a  lad  like 
Walter,  who,  as  you  know,  was  totally 
Ignorant  of  military  affairs  before  the 
war,  to  have  earned  his  first  lieuten- 
ancy and  the  Military  Cross  within  one 
year  of  his  Joining  the  forces  as  sec- 
ond lieutenant."

It 
being  recognized  that  the  signallers 
must  be  allowed  to  get  ahead  with 
their  duties  In  keeping  lines  of  com- 
munication   open    without    Interference. 

Their  whole  military  education,  ha 
asys,  tend*  to  make  them  aelf  reliant. 
It  being  emphasized  that  the  members 
of  the  corps  to  which  he  Is  attached 
must  bo  prepared,  because  of  the  spe- 
cial nature  of  their  work,  to  think  for 
themselves  and  to  think  quickly,  eo 
that  they  may  be  equal  to  coping  with 
any  emergency.  These,  they  are  made 
to  understand,  are  likely  to  develop  at 
any  time  whan  they  art  out  alone  on 
the  Bold  engaged  In  the  repair  of  wires 
or  on  other  phaaaa  of  the  Important 
work  of  keeping  headquarter*  In  tele- 
phonic and  telegraphic  touch  with  the 
Bring  Una.

Victorian  With  the  15th  Battal- 
ion, Canadian  Scottish,  Tells 
of  His  Experiences  in  Recent 
Heavy  Fighting, 


With  reference  to  the  recent  heavy 
fighting  in  which  the  Canadians  have 
been  engaged,  a  Victorian,  who  left 
with  the  80th  Battalion  and  was  drafted 
into  the  15th  Battalion,  Canadian  Scot- 
tish, has  written,  telling  his  brother,  a 
local  resident,  some  of  his  experiences. 
He  says: 

"I  guess  you  will  be  seeing  big  flashy 
headlines  in  the  papers  about  the  Cana- 
dians. I  have  seen  quite  a  bit  in  the 
English  papers. 

"I  waa  on  a  burial  party  the  night 
we  came  out  of  the  support  trenches. 
I  never  want  to  see  again  what  I  saw 
that  night.  The  dead  is  what  makes  a 
fellow  think  more  and  feel  worse.  The 
poor  chaps  had  been  lying  out  for  some 
time,  but  they  had  aa  decent  a  burial 
as  possible  in  the  front  line  trench.  I 
found  several  photos.,  Some  had  ad- 
dresses on,  bo  I  sent  them  away.  The 
others  that  hadn't  any,  I  sent  to  the 
paper. 

The  German  casualties  must  have 
been  heavy.  They  left  a  lot  of  killed 
and  wounded  behind,  also  a  number  of 
prisoners  who  we  had  to  escort  for 
some  distance.  They  were  real  scared 
and  hungry.  I  have  never  seen  anyone 
so  hungry  before.  They  were  very 
young  and  mostly  short,  small  fellcws. 
I.  for  one,  didn't  have  the  heart  not  to 
give  them  something,  so  we  gave  them 
biscuits  and  bully  (against  orders). 
They  were  Juat  ravenous.  One  gave  me 
a  German  coin  and  some  German  Field 
P.  C.  I  took  a  button  off  one.  But 
they  are  a  kind  that  will  surrender- 
without  any  fight,  when  confronted 
with  an  equal  number,  but  when  they 
are  13  to  1,  think  nothing  of  strang- 
ling the  single  chap,  etc.  One  of  our 
brigade  fellows  was  found  dead  in  a 
part  the  Germans  had  occupied  with  a 
strap  around  his  neck.  Another  chap 
was  found  surrounded  with  nine  dead 
Germans  whom  he  had  bayoneted,  and 
he  himself  had  been  stabbed  In  the  back 
for  they  had  to  get  him  from  behind. 
Continued    later 

"Sorry  and  yet  glad  that  bo  many  of 
the  boys  are  leaving  for  this  awful 
place,  for  they  are  needed,  as  we  have 
had  to  have  lots  of  reinforcements 
since  the  recent  lighting.  I  suppose 
you'll  hear  some  pretty  big  yarns  about 
It,  but  I  do  wish  I  could  get  away  for 
a  little  rest.  The  dally  'straffe'  Is  go- 
ing on  round  about.  Hurrah  !  Th* 
sun  Is  peeping  through  the  rain  clouds. 
I  hope  it  will  stay,  for  I  feel  \«ry 
damp."

How- 
ever, eventually  we  were  relieved,  and 
now,  after  several  days's  rest,  are  feel- 
ing fit  again.  We  may  have  to  go  back 
■n  a  day  or  two,  as  the  situation  la 
still  uncertain,  and  It  is  up  to  the  Can- 
adians  to  hold   the   line  here."

Objeet  to  Saturday  Market— Members 
of  the  Retail  Employees'  Organisation 
meeting  at  the  Y.M.C.A.  last  night  de- 
cided to  appeal  to  the  City  Council  to 
open  the  Victoria  mibllc  market  on 
Fridays  Instead  of  Saturday.

Plans  for  a  series 
of  picnics  and  sports  meets  to  com- 
mence the  first  Saturday  in  Auguat,  and 
the  possibility  of  a  regatta  at  the 
Gorge,   were  discussed. 

Case  Zs  Besteaded — In  the  police 
court,  yesterday,  the  proprietor  of  the 
Vernon  Hotel  was  charged  with  an  in- 
fraction of  the  regulations  governing 
the  sale  of  liquor.  Two  police  wit- 
nesses were  called  by  the  prosecution, 
who  swore  that  they  had  been  served 
with  whisky,  which  a  waitress  ob- 
tained, on  Sunday,  July  16,  at  about 
six  o'clock  in  the  evening.

Instructions  Issued  by  Provin- 
cial Secretary  to  Presiding 
Officers  Ensures  Complete 
Compliance  With  Act. 


The  talcing  of  the  vote  of  the  soldiers 
of  British  Columbia  now  on  active  mer- 
vice  outside  of  the  Province  will  be 
hedged  about  by  all  the  safeguards  ne- 
cessary. Every  care  will  be  taken  to 
see  that  the  conduct  of  the  polling  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  officers  to  be 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  is  done 
strictly  in  accordance  with  the  rights 
of  the  voters.  To  ensure  this  state  of 
affairs,  the  Instructions  to  presiding 
officers  as  prepared  by  the  Provincial 
Secretary's  Department,  will  meet  every 
requirement.  These  instructions  have 
gone  forward  to  the  Agent-General  of 
the  Province  at  London,  and  by  him 
will  be  forwarded  to  the  various  pre- 
siding officers.  The  Military  Forces 
Voting  Act,  passed  st  the  last  session 
of  the  Legislature,  prescribed  the  meth- 
od of  talcing  the  soldiers'  vote.  Its 
terms   will   be  carried  out  strictly. 

The  right  to  the  franchise  of  those 
soldiers  from  this  Province  who  have 
gone  to  wage  the  battles  of  the  Empire 
Is  conceded  by  every  British  Columbian, 
irrespective  of  party  affiliations.  The 
Liberal  leaders  know  full  well  that  it 
would  be  bad  policy  to  accuse  the  Gov- 
ernment for  its  proper  action  in  making 
it  possible  for  the  men  on  active  ser- 
vice to  exercise  their  franchise.  B  ut 
it  has  been  deemed  good  politics  by 
those  same  lenders  to  cast  doubt  upon 
the  bona-ndes  of  the  administration. 
and  by  aaerttng  that  the  Act  permit.*  of 
looseness  In  the  taking  of  the  vote  to 
insinunte  t hat  th r  Govern m en t  w lir  take 
advantage  of  such  a  condition  to  Jug- 
gle the  vote  for  its  own  purpose.  In 
keeping  with  this  underhanded  method 
of  attacking  the  Government,  every  Lib- 
eral speaker  throughout  the  Province, 
taking  their  cue  from  the  party  ma- 
chine In  Vancouver,  headed  by  the 
Wade,  Macdonald,  Russell  element,  and 
backed  up  by  the  ^arty  organs,  have 
been  crying  "wolf,  wolf,"  for  weeks 
past. 

Clear    Instructions 

The  best  answer  to  the  Liberal  in- 
sinuations are  the  instructions  them- 
selves, which  have  gone,  forward  to  the 
Agent-General,  and  will  control  the  ac- 
tions of  the  presiding  officers,  many  of 
whom  will  undoubtedly  be  officers  com- 
manding units  of  British  Columbia 
forces  in  England,  the  Bermudas  and 
elsewhere  where  the  voting  will  be,  has 
been  authorised  by  the  Wa  r  Office. 
These  Instructions  are  as  follows: 
Safeguards    Provided 

"Province  of  British  Columbia.— 
Military  Forces  Voting  Act. — Memor- 
andum of  Instructions  for  Presiding 
Officers    and    Deputy    Presiding    Officers. 

"1.  The  Act  and  this  Memorandum  of 
Instructions  should  be  read  carefully. 

"J.  The  ballots,  envelopes  and  other 
supplies,  as  soon  as  received,  should  be 
checked  over,  and  a  receipt  given  or 
sent  for  the  same. 

"3.  The  oath  of  the  Presiding  Officer 
to  faithfully  perform  his  duties  must 
be  taken  before  a  Notary  Public  or 
other  official  empowered  to  administer 
oaths.  The  form  enclosed  may  be  used 
for  this  purpose. 

"4.  Notice  of  time  and  place  where 
the  Presiding  Officer  shall  receive  votes 
Is  to  be  given  (Sec.  4,  suh-sec.  7),  and 
such  notice  must  specify  the  day,  hour 
and  place,  and  be  given  as  much  pub- 
licity as  possible.  If  a  subsequent  poll 
Is  to  be  taken  at  the  same  place,  or  if 
it  is  possible  that  such  a  poll  might 
be  taken,  notice  to  that  effect  should  be 
given  at  the  same  time. 

"6.  When  a  volunteer  applies  for  a 
ballot  paper,  the  following  procedure 
'must'  he  observed — 

"(a)  Fill  out  affidavit  on  envelope, 
being  careful  to  strike  out  inapplicable 
words,  and  have  applicant  sign  and 
swear  same. 

"(b)  Hand  applicant  election  ballot 
for  the  Electoral  District  which  is  in- 
dicated in  his  affidavit,  and  at  the  aame 
time  hand  him  prohibition  referendum 
and  woman  suffrage  referendum  ballots, 
whether  he  asks  for  them  or  not.  The 
applicant,  of  course,  need  not  vote  on 
these  questions  or  either  of  them  un- 
less he  wishes,  or  he  may  vote  on 
olther  or  both  of  them  and  not  In  the 
election.  Ha  must  not,  however,  take 
any  unused  ballots  away  from  the  poll- 
ing station,  and  if  he  vote  in  the  elec- 
tion, he  cannot  return  later  to  vote  on 
the  question  of  Prohibition  or  Woman 
Suffrage  or  vice  versa.  He  must  poll 
all  the  ballots  he  Intends  to  poll  at  one 
and  the  same  time. 

Secrecy    of    Ballot 

"(c)  Ballots  must  be  marked  in  the 
presence  of  the  Presiding  Officer,  hut  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  that  of- 
ficial, or  any  other  person,  from  seeing 
how  such  ballot  la  marked.  The  voter 
should  fold  the  ballot  If  ballets,  and 
himself  place  same  in  the  envelope, 
which  he  should  then  securely  close, 
and  seal.  If  he  so  desires. 

"(d)  Upon  receiving  the  said  envel- 
ope from  the  voter,  the  Presiding  Officer 
should  complete  the  certificate  on  the 
back  of  same,  and  'forthwith,'  and  'in 
the  presence  of  the  voter.'  place  the 
same  In  the  receptacle  provided.  No 
attempt  t«  remove  the  envelope  from 
the  receptacle,  whan  once  it  has  been 
deposited  therein,  shall  be  made  by  any 
person  whatsoever. 

"(e)  If  the  Presiding  Officer  has  re- 
ceived Information  or  has  reason  to  be- 
lieve thst  an  applicant  la  giving  a  fic- 
titious name  or  address,  or  that  his 
affidavit  is  untrue  or  misleading  In  any 
way,  or  that  he  ia  attempting  to  vote 
without  having  the  right  to  do  so  un- 
der the  provisions  of  the  Act,  be  sbeuld 
not  complete  his  certificate  on  the  back 
of  the  envelope  until  the  applicant  has 
satisfied  him.  either  by  a  certificate  of 
Identity  from  the  Officer  Commanding, 
or  la  some  other  way  as  to  the  correct- 
ness of  his  statements.      Presiding  Of-

•'*.  The  receptacle  must  be  carefully 
kept  and  guarded  by  the  Presiding  Offi- 
cer, while  It  la  In  his  possession.  If  It  is 
necessary  to  keep  the  poll  open  at 
any  point  for  more,  than  one  day.  the 
same  must  not  leave  hU  possession  for 
a  moment,  and  no  other  person  ahall 
have  access  to  it  under  any  pretext. 
Ballote    Under   Baal 

"7.  At  the  close  of  the  poll,  the  Pre- 
siding Officer  must  place  in  the  recep- 
tacle a  slip  upon  which  is  written,  the 
number  of  envelopes  In  the  receptacle 
and  also  his  certificate  in  Form  F.  He 
must  then  carefully  aeal  the  receptacle 
In  such  a  manner  that  any  tampering 
with  the  same  would  be  apparent,  and 
attach  label  or  tag,  "Soldiers'  Votes." 
The  receptacle  should  then  be  sent  to 
the  office  of  the  Deputy  Provincial 
Secretary  In  as  safe  a  manner  as  pos- 
sible. 

"8.  In  the  case  of  an  illiterate  voter, 
the  Presiding  Officer  must  first  swear 
him  in  the  Form  D  in  the  Schedule  to 
the  Act,  and  then  assist  him  to  mark 
hia  ballot  in  the  way  he  wishes. 

"».  The  Presiding  Officer  will  bear  In 
mind  that  no  poll  is  to  be  held  or  vote 
received  later  than  the  forty-second 
day  next  after  the  expiration  of  the  day 
fixed  for  the  nomination  of  candidates — 
that  is,  not  later  than  September  14th, 
ltlS.  , 

At  that  time  all  receptacles  not  yet 
sent  in  must  be  forwarded  to  the  De- 
puty Provincial  Secretary,  and  all  sup- 
plies of  ballots,  envelopes  and  recep- 
tacles must  be  returned,  except  In  cases 
where  the  Presiding  Officer  is  author- 
lxed  to  accept  deferred  votes,  when  he 
will  retain  the  supplies  required  for 
such   poll. 

"10.  In  case  a  voter  who  gives  his 
last  addres.s  as  British  Columbia  is  ig- 
norant or  uncertain  as  to  which  Klec- 
toral  District  he  should  vota  In,  the 
Presiding  Officer  shall  assist  him,  con- 
sulting, if  necessary,  the  map  and  list 
of  districts  and  their  boundaries  with 
which   he   is  supplied. 

"11.  The  Presiding  Officer  should 
lake  a  memorandum  of  the  places  and 
dates  where  polls  are  held  and  the 
hours  during  which  such  polls  were 
open  to  receive  votes,  and  carefully 
preserve  same. 

"12.  The  term  "Presiding  Officers,"  in 
the  above  rules,  includes  Deputy  Pre- 
siding Officers."

Mrs.  Fleming,  tha  convener  at  tha 
rooms  ln  the  Temple  Building,  who  has 
been  in  charge-of  the  work  there  ever 
since  it  was  started,  with  Mr.  F.  W. 
Jones,  chairman  of  the  Victoria  and 
District  Branch;  Mr.  D.  J.  Angus,  vice- 
chairman  of  the  same  organization,  and 
Mr.  Charles  Williams,  tho  honorary 
secretary-treasurer,  welcomed  the 
ladies  and  explained  the  details  of  their 
work,  showing  thera  the  numerous 
boxes  of  clothing  and  hospital  necea- 
slties  made  for  the  soldiers  at  the 
front.

Reglna,  were  yesterday  initiated  here. 
The  hearing  was  purely  formal,  the  first 
witness  being  Mr.  F.  J.  Robinson,  for- 
mer Deputy  Minister  of  Public  Works 
for  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan,  but 
for  the  past  few  months  a  resident  of 
Victoria.  Owing  to  his  state  of  health 
the  commission  sat  at  his  home  on 
Amphlon  Street.  The  session  lasted  but 
an   hour. 

The  evidence  taken  consisted  solely 
ln  matters  referring  to  the  preliminary 
steps  leading  up  to  the  calling  for  ten- 
ders for  the  buildings.  Mr.  Itoblnson's 
examination  will  ba  continued  today, 
tomorrow  and  Saturday,  an  hour's  ses- 
sion morning  and  afternoon  being  all 
that  the  medical  advisors  of  Mr.  Rob- 
inson feel  he  Is  able  to  stand.

NO  LICENCE  REDUCTION 


City  Council  Bef uses  to  »eorr*aidor 
Slalom  Objected  to  by  Bealty 
Owmsrs 


The  recent  refusal  of  th«  Victoria 
City  Council  to  consider  the  reduction 
of  the  liquor  license  fees  because  of  the 
shortening  of  the  hours  for  the  sale 
of  liquor,  brought  objection  from  the  B. 
C.  Land  and  Investment  Agency  at 
Monday  night's  mooting  of  the  Coun- 
cil. 

"Most  of  the  hotels  at  the  present 
time  are  paying  very  low  rents  In- 
deed." wrote  Mr.  C.  A  Holland,  manag- 
ing director  of  the  B.  C  Land,  "and 
your  recent  decision  not  to  make  any 
reduction  In  the  fees  for  licensees  la 
simply  being  made  use  of  by  botelkeep- 
era  as  a  plea  for  the  further  reduction 
In  their  rents.  It  Is  hardly  necessary 
for  us  to  point  out  to  you  that  hotel 
property  In  Vlcoria  la  an  exceedingly 
unprofitable  Investment,  and  we  feol  sure 
that  It  la  not  your  Intention  to  make 
the  ownership  of  that  class  of  property 
even  mora  burdensome  than  It  already 
Is.

MU^T  COME  TO  AID 
OF  POUCE  CHIEF 

South  Saanich  Official  in 
Trouble  Through  Burning 
of  Premises  on  Maplewood 
Avenue, 


The  police  commissioners  of  the  South 
Saanich  Municipality  took  into  con- 
sideration laat  evening  the  situation 
which  has  arisen  through  the  Judgment 
against  their  chief  of  police,  Mr.  C. 
Little,  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Howes,  of  the  city 
health  department,  with  regard  to  de- 
struction by  fire  of  the  McCann  prop- 
erty, Maplewood  Avenue.  It  waa  felt 
that  although  the  chief  was  held  re- 
sponsible by  the  court  for  half  of  the 
damages  allowed,  namely,  $1,269.90,  and 
that,  in  the  event  of  Mr.  Howes'  de- 
faulting, could  be  charged  with  the  en- 
tire amount,  the  municipality  waa  un- 
der a  moral  obligation.  For  thla  rea- 
son. It  was  thought  that  the  Council 
should  undertake  to  relieve  their  of- 
ficial who,  It  was  held,  was  merely  en- 
gaged In  doing  what  he  considered  his 
duty  under  instructions  received,  and 
ha  had.  unquestionably,  bean  lnatrumen- 
tal  In  lidding  the  district  of  a  menace 
to  the  public  health. 

This  being  the  sentiment,  it  was 
simply  a  question  of  arriving  at  some 
conclusion  whereby  the  aasistance  of 
the  municipality  could  be  tendered  In  a 
legal  manner.  To  meet  the  situation. 
a  resolution  was  carried  recommending 
that  the  Council  vote  an  honorarium 
to  the  chief  of  the  police  of  the  amount 
of  the  Judgment,  to  which  was  append- 
ed a  rider  depressing  the  opinion  that 
the  ratepayers  would  look  upon  auch 
action  as  one  of  "extreme  kindness  and 
consideration." 

When  (he  matter  came  before  the 
Council  there  waa  little  formal  /Uncus- 
slon,  It  soon  was  apparent  that  the  gen- 
eral sense  of  the  Reeve  and  council- 
lors waa  that  aomethlng  should  be  done 
to  help  the  police  chief  in  his  dilemma. 
It  waa  atated  that  the  bailiff  already 
v.as  on  Mr.  Howes'  premises  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  execution  of  the 
Judgment,  and  that  the  same  procedure 
was  threatened  Chief  Little  unleas  he 
aatlsfled  the  claim  without  delay. 
Victoria    Involved 

The  question  arose  aa  to  whether 
Saanich  could  do  what  the  majority 
thought  it  was  only.  In  fairness,  re- 
quired to  do — pay  half  the  damages  and 
costs— and  lift  the  burden  from  their 
chief's  ahouldera.  It  then  developed 
that  thia  would  not  do,  because  both 
Judgment  creditors  were,  under  the  law, 
responsible  aeparately  for  the  whole 
amount.  The  opinion  waa  that  Victoria 
should  come  to  the  aid  of  Mr.  Howes, 
it  being  felt  that,  If  Saanich  was  under 
a  moral  obligation.  Victoria  waa  In  the 
same  position,  each  havinjr  a  representa- 
tive involved  and  each  being  benefited 
by  the  elimination  of  a  menace  to  the 
public   welfare. 

There  aeemed  to  be  aome  doubt,  as 
well,  aa  to  the  Councll'a  power  to  vote 
the  public  funds  In  the  manner  pro- 
posed. The  people  at  large,  no  doubt, 
would  approve,  but  there  might  be  re- 
calcitrant individuals  who  would  be 
•cross-grained"  enough  to  take  advan- 
tage of  any  legal  opening  to  aua  the 
members  of  the  Council  In  their  Indi- 
vidual capacity,  obtain  Judgment,  and 
place  them  In  the  same  uncomfortable 
place  as  tha  chief  of  polioe.  As  Coun- 
cillor Dlggon  put  it,  the  point  waa  to 
find  a  way  of  doing  a  "wrong  thing 
rightly,"  and  the  argument  appeared  to 
carry   considerable   weight 

The  upshot  waa  that  the  matter  waa 
referred  to  the  munlclpallty'a  solicitor 
for  consideration  of  the  legal  points. 
and  to  a  committee  to  take  up  with  the 
City  Council  at  Frlday'a  meeting  of  the 
worka  committee  with  a  view  to  ascer- 
taining whether  Victoria  Is  not  willing 
to  share  with  Saanich  tha  outlay  in- 
volved In  taking  their  two  diligent  em- 
ployees from  the  clutchaa  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  law.

Sir — Twenty-six  years  ago,  on  the 
21st  Msy  last,  in  the  forenoon,  the  In- 
habitants were  on  tip-toe,  eo  to  speak, 
as  at  any  minute  the  good  SS.  Abyssinia 
might  be  signalled  from  Race  Rocks. 
She  was  bringing  from  India  Their 
Royal  Highnesses  the  Duke  and  Duchess 
of  Connaught.  The  Abyssinia,  Capt. 
Lee,  arrived  about  11  o'clock  a.m.  and 
dropped  anchor  about  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  from  the  Outer  Wharf.  Mr. 
James  Dunsmulr  had  kindly  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  reception  committee 
the  excellent  tug  Lome,  Cept.  Chris- 
tensen,  to  bring  the  Royal  party  ashore 
The  reception  committee  proceeded  to 
the  Abyssinia,  were  introduced  to  the 
Duke  and  Duchess  and  in  due  course 
were  brought  to  the  wharf,  where  the 
Royal  party  were  met  by  the  Mayor, 
who  was  introduced  to  our  Royal  visit- 
ors by  Col.  Prior,  aide  to  the  Duke. 
The  cortege  drove  to  the  Government 
Buildings  (the  old  red  brick  buildings), 
where  a  platform  had  been  erected  for 
receiving  their  Royal  Highnesses.  At 
this  stage  the  Mayor  presented  to  the 
Duke  and  Duchess,  individually,  Sir 
Matthew  B.  Begble  and  other  members 
of  the  reception  committee.  When  this 
was  accomplished,  the  Mayor  read  an 
address  of  welcome  from  the  Council  of 
the  city,  on  behalf  of  Its  citizens,  to 
Their  Royal  Highnesses,  to  which  His 
Royal  Highness  the  Duke  replied  In  the 
most  felicitous  and  pleasing  manner,  not 
overlooking  a  point  referred  to  In  the 
address.  Cheers  were  then  given  for 
the  Duke  and  Ducheas,  and  then  the 
Royal  visitors  were  conveyed  through 
streets  lined  with  people,  who  were  not 
unmindful  of  the  presence  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  our  good  and  gracious 
Queen,  to  the  Government  House,  from 
where,  later  in  the  afternoon,  our  Royel 
visitors  drove  to  the  Provincial  Royal 
Jubilee  Hospital,  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
claring that  excellent  institution  open, 
which  the  Duke  did  in  a  most  appropri- 
ate speech. 

It  Is  not  everyone  who  knows  that, 
through  the  generosity  of  our  people 
and  a  like  sum  contributed  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Government,  made  it  possgile 
for  the  Royal  Jubilee  Hospital  to  be 
erected.  The  Idea  was  conceived  by 
a  few  of  our  leading  patriotic  cltlsens. 
for  two  reasons,  first,  that  tha  hospital 
was  a  necessity;  second,  when  It  should 
be  erected  It  would  be  a  lasting  monu- 
ment to  the  memory  of  our  beloved  and 
gracious  Queen.  It  has  been  a  blessing 
and  a  comfort  to  many. 

The  point  1  wish  to  call  attention  to 
Is,  being  aware  that  the  Duke  and 
Duchess  would  only  be  with  us  for  a 
few  hours  on  that  occasion,  It  waa  set 
forth  in  the  fourth  paragraph  of  the  ao- 
dress  that  Victorians  regretted  that 
their  stay  here  was  to  be  of  so  short 
duration,  but  hoped  that  at  some  future 
time  they  would  be  able  to  make  a  more 
extended  visit.  Slnee  our  good  people's 
wish  has  been  gratified,  I  feel  that  Vlo-

Showing  no  lights  and  giving  no  Indi- 
cation of  Ita  poaltlon  during  ita  twelve 
months'  cruiae.  a  gingar-baer  bottle 
thrown  overboard  In  the  Gulf  on  Aug- 
ust IK,  191a.  from  the  Victoria  yacht 
Truant,  has  been  reported  at  Matlakatla. 
B.C. 

Mr.  Walter  Adam*,  of  this  city,  with 
a  party  of  friends,  waa  crutaing  about 
In  hla  launch  laat  August  when  Licence 
Inspector  Arthur  Gregg.  who  waa 
aboard,  and  apparently  had  been  read- 
ing about  Prealdent  Wilson's  diplomatic 
<  ommunlcatlons,  took  It  Into  hla  head  to 
wrlta  a  note  This  la  what  ha  wrote: 
"Just  on  a  plaaaure  trip  on  the  yacht 
Truant  and  going  through  the  Islands. 
The  finder  pleaae  communicate  with 
Mrs.  Walter  A 'lams,  1600  North  Hamp- 
shire Road.  Victoria,  B.C."  Looking 
about  for  a  suitable  receptacle,  Mr. 
Gregg  laid  hold  on  a  pop  bottle,  the 
note  waa  safely  tucked  Inside,  tha 
hatches  battened  down  and  the  vessel 
set  afloat. 

When  people  write  notes  they  usually 
expert  to  receive  ona  In  return  (especial- 
ly If  no  vital  question  are  popped)  and 
sure  enough  In  the  course  of  time  along 
came  an  answer  to  the  bottled  note.  A 
few  days  ago  Mrs.  Adams  received  tha 
following  from  Chas.  Ryan,  of  Metlak- 
at  la,  B.C.:  "Thla  Is  to  Inform  you  that 
I  picked  up  a  bottle  containing  the  en- 
closed on  the  beach  near  my  garden  at 
Ryan  Point,  three  miles  from  my  home 
here  (Metlakatla)  near  Prince  Rupert, 
tha  latter  being  about  S00  miles  from 
Victoria.

Mr.  J.  E.  Dalrymple,  vlce-preeldent  of 
the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific,  accompanied 
by  Mrs.  Dalrymple,  Mr.  Rosa  Dalrym- 
ple, hie  niece.  Miss  Marceau,  and  Sec- 
retary M.  L.  O'Brien,  arrived  In  the 
city  last  night  from  the  North  on 
board  the  steamer  Prince  Rupert.  Cap- 
tain and  Mrs.  Nicholson  left  Vsncou- 
ver on  the  vessel's  laat  trip  North  for 
the  purpoae  of  meeting  the  vice-presi- 
dent, who  is  on  the  usual  annual  in- 
spection tour  over  the  rail  and  steam- 
ship lines  of  the  company.  Mr.  G.  A. 
McNlchol,  aaslstant  freight  and  passen- 
ger agent  at  Prince  Rupert,  Joined  the 
party  also  on  the  trip  up  to  Skagway. 
and  the  whole  party  left  last  night  on 
the   Prince   Rupert   for  Seattle. 

Mr.  Dalrymple's  party  traveled  over 
the  G.  T.  P.  from  Montreal  and  all 
along  the  line  reports  were  very  en- 
couraging, the  new  sections  of  country 
opened  up  by  Canada'a  new  transconti- 
nental railway  showing  a  steady, 
healthy  growth.  Asked  as  to  the  crop 
outlook,  Mr.  Dalrmyple  stated  that  It 
was  a  little  early  to  express  an  opin- 
ion, but  that  everything  looked  promis- 
ing for  a  heavy  yield.  The  acreage 
shows  a  decrease  of  11  per  cent  as 
against  last  year  In  wheat,  but  that 
will  probably  be  made  up  In  the  in- 
crease In  coaraer  grains. 

Bnaineee  Improving 

General  business  seems  to  be  showing 
an  Improvement,  said  Mr.  Dalrmyple. 
Orders  are  being  placed  mora  freely. 
Of  course,  bualness  In  Eastern  CBnada 
Is  very  good,  all  the  manufacturers  be- 
ing busy  In  turning  out  munitions  as 
well  as  in  other  work  In  the  usual  lines 
of  commercial  traffic.  The  speaker  ex- 
pressed great  satisfaction  with  the  fine 
aarvlce  maintained  by  hie  company's 
vessels  plying  on  the  Northern  route, 
the  present  having  been  his  first  trip 
North  from  Prince  Rupert.  The  splen- 
did scenery  was  thoroughly  appreciat- 
ed by  the  large  number  of  tourists  who 
made  the  round  trip,  the  passengers  on 
board  having  come  from  all  parts  of 
Canada  and  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Dalrmyple  expressed  the  belief 
that  many  settlers  would  come  to  Can-

July  25.— More 
than  100  delegates  of  the  Western  Can- 
ada Irrigation  Association  assembled 
here  today  In  the  tenth  annual  conven- 
tion, representing  points  from  Ottawa 
to  Victoria.  Engineering  features  of 
the  present  irrigation  works  In  Western 
Canada,  agricultural  education  and  com- 
munity development  were  the  chief  sub- 
jects discussed  today. 

The  'first  spesker,  A.  S*  Dawson,  chief 
engineer  of  the  C.P.R.  Irrigation  project 
of  Southern  Alberta,  gave  a  description 
of  the  engineering  features  of  the  Bas- 
sano  dam. 

J.  Dougall,  of  Winnipeg,  dealt  with 
problems  arising  between  the  producera 
and  the  transportation  companies. 

Dr.  Wesbrook,  president  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  B.C.,  and  E  A.  Howes,  of  the 
Agricultural  Department  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Alberta,  dealt  with  problems  of 
agricultural  education  long  neglected 
by  the  educational  authorities,  but  now 
coming  Into  Its  own. 

Dr.  J.  G.  Rutherford,  of  Calgary, 
spoke  at  length  on  the  outlook  for  live 
stock  business,  prophesying  an  enor- 
mous demand  for  Canadian  stock  at  the 
close  of  the  war.  He  urged  a  system 
of  Government  control  over  '  the  live 
stocktrade  similar  to  that  now  existing 
for  the  guidance  of  producers  In  other 
lines.

APPAM'S  GOLD  SEIZED 

German       Prise       Court      Decides      That 
Steamer  Is  Prise  sad  Turns  Treas- 
ure Over  to  Reichstag 

BERLIN,  July  25,  Via  London,  July 
2t. — The  prize  court  has  decided  that 
the  Elder  Dempster  liner  Appam,  which 
was  captured  by  the  German  raider 
Moewe  In  the  early  part  of  the  year 
and  taken  by  a  prise  crew  Into  Hamp- 
ton Roads,  Is  a  German  prise,  and  that 
accordingly  the  g°'d  on  board  the 
ateamer,  amounting  to  739,000  marks 
(about  SI 85/100),  shall  be  turned  over 
to  the  Reichstag. 

There  have  been  various  estimates  of 
the  amount  of  gold  on  board  the  Ap- 
pam when  she  was  captured,  but  no 
official  statement  concerning  it  has  been 
made.  The  estimates  ranged  from  lees 
than  |200  to  as  high  as  |2,500.000.  The 
Appam  Is  still  In  Newport  News. 

Meat  Victims  in  Montreal 
MONTREAL,  July  26.— Two  men 
died  from  the  heat  today,  Philip 
Proulx,  a  carter,  who  collapsed  While 
unloading  his  wagon,  and  W.  Qrsy,  a 
painter,  who  was  overcome  while  paint- 
ing a  house  In  Verdun.  Both  men  died 
In  the  hospital.  Ninety  two  and  a  half 
was  the  highest  official  registration 
here  today.
